Kiuley has received what purports to 1 e 
a direct appeal from the Chinese imper 
ial government asking bis good offices 
to extricate it from the difficult and 
dangorous position in which it has been 
placed by the Boxer uprising and ensu- 
ing hostile attitude of the powers 
While the exact text of the message is 
not known, it is believed to be about 
similar to that received by the French 
government. 
Our 
despatch 
came 


through Minister Wu, to the state de- 
partment. 
A final answer has not yet 


been returned. The French govern- 
ment answered at once, but this will 
not serve us. The state department 
has entered upon a different line of 
policy. 
Unfortunately it finds itself 


alone, but it has the consoling assur 
ncea that all the powers have admitted 
their error in not following tho common 
sense of the American admiral at Taku. 
The point of difference between the 
state department and the European gov- 
ernments is, that they are proceeding 
on the belief that ail the foreigners in 
Pekin ara already dead and are prepar- 
ing to deal with Ohiua on that basis 
Thus they are destroying 
the 
last 


chance of availing themselves of what 
ever friendly sentiment the imperial 
government and the viceroys of the 
strong southern provicef maj have. 


SENT TO AGUItfALDO. 


MANILA, July 22.—Last week the am- 


nesty proclamation of President Mc- 
Einley was sent to Agnnaldo through 
the medium of his mother, together 
with other documents bearing on the 
restoration of peace. It is supposed 
that Aguinaldo will call a conference of 
his advisors and an answer is expected 
in a montb. The Philippines here are 
to hold a banquet next month in honor 
of the amnesty proclamation.

(July 18), with the exception of the Ger- 
man minister, who was killed by anarch- 
ists, with regard to which rigorous meas- 
ures are being taken to investigate and 
punish the guilty parties, all the othet 
ministers, foi whom strenuous efforts are 
being made for their protection, are for- 
tunately unharmed."

Coon, Ills., on Feb. 18, 1897, was the lant 
perjwn to die of. < those IntinjatelraMoeiat- 
ud with Abraham Lincoln in thB.emanoi- 
natqcfs early, experience ^»;S»ngnmon and 
Menard counties. Th» frosta of 8S winters 
had whitened tbe 9ld mon'ij looks at .the 
tlm&of hie death, but they bad not chilled 
his enthusiasm or weakened the interest 
in'the man ho learned to love and admire 
in bla youth, and whose memory be cher- 
ished until death. 


I had many conversations with Mr. 


;:iark nbont Lincoln. Shortly before Uncle 
,'hilip's death he told rue tbat be first me* 
jinopln in 1831 under circumstances which 
were' such as to live in bis memory. 


The scene of my first meeting with 


him is as vivid In memory as my walk 
[own town yesterday," said the old man, 
vhosc eye.twinkted.3Vith tbo keen sense of 
the grotesque aroused by some features of 
thy incident. This is the story as he told 
t to me: 


"My father and I were living about 


eight miles from Springfield and were em- 
wrklng in %>e business of flotboating, 
which was a sort of croze, as you now call 
t, among the well to do old settlers who 
sought a market for their dour and pork 
on the lower Mississippi. We were loading 
on tbte south fork of the Sangamen when 
one day in the midst of our work we ob- 
served a tall, lank, lean stranger coming 
out of the woods and toward us. 


He had on a rugged coat, an -old droop- 


,ug hat and a pair of tattered jean pants, 
the half of one leg of -which was then ofl 
and the other extended down into arougb, 
coarse pair of gaping shoes. His appear- 
ance made me laugh, and I winked at fa- 
;her, who soon began to converse with 
aini. I was 10 years old and the visitor 
was then about £2. He soon told us his 
mission. Ho did not smilo. He was so 
earnest all the while that his very earnest- 
ness impressed mo. Ho bore a letter to 
my father from Denton Offnt, on old ac- 
quaintance of ours who had a flatbont on 
•the* other 'fork of - the river .which had 
caught on asnug in the stream and deified 
•ftb'e eH'brts of tho men to remove it. The 
visitor was Abo Liuoaln, and tho letter ho 
brought was ono asking my father,for 
help. .Father told me to accompany ijjln- 
coln to Offut's boat. He was to cornd on 
later. 


"Lincoln and I walked together six 


miles to where tho boat was stuck. In a 
few moments we dislodged it and sent It 
floating down to the fork of the river. 


"I have oltcn heard Lincoln credited 


with joking and merrymaking late in life, 
.md some have called him a humorist by 
nature. With nil'duo regard for the opin- 
ions of the great men who seem to know 
so much morcof Lincoln's heart and mind 
than we who grew up with him, I must 
deny tbo correctness of this, for he was the 
saddest nnd most earnest man 1 c\ er knew, 
and had my acquaintance with him ter- 
minated and had I never heard of him 
after that tiatboat event, I would never 
have forgotten tbo impression of sorrow he 
made on mo then. If Abe Lincoln learned 
anything, he learned how to joke, for the 
art was not bred with him, but came to 
him in after years to oil the great machine 
of mind straining under the 1 irdens that 
God choso to put upon him. 


"He told me in my conversation at that 


flrst meeting that lie was working for $8 a 
month. Ho talked freely, but deliberately, 
and bad a faculty ol1 impressing tho.se 
around him. You would call it mesmer- 
ism nowadays. 


"Mr. Lincoln and Offilt waited for us 


two days nt the fork of the riVur, and at 
the end of that time my father, myself and 
William McLease, with tho boat steerer, 
Sam McKee, joined them. * There was 
danger of the snags, and wfe all tied up at 
night and built a fire and enjoyed our- 
selves socially. Lincoln told me ho thought 
he could better his situation; as he hndiio 
liking for tho flatboat", biisiness. Ho 
thought eeriously of settling at Waliiut 
Hilts, a placo not far from Brardstown. 
But wo did not agree ns to tUo enterprise, 
and Lincoln abandoned this idea. 


"Tho trip to Beardstown riquired sevoii 


days. We had a man of thb'name of Waru 
who did tbe cooking, and ,had a skiff to 
take us ashore when we vdbhcd to land at" 
any place. During this trip I became as 
well acquainted with Lincoln as dile 
young man troll could with another. His 
conversation was such as to draw out Ib- 
formation from his companions. He WRS 
always, even in those cheerless times, 
aspiring to better knowledge and better 
position. 


"I returned to my homo near Springfield 


after parting with my hew friend a* 
Beardstown. I did not go farther down 
the river at that time, and he went to New 
Orleans. Neighborhoods then were not n 
few miles across as now, but they covered 
immense spaces. People spoke of others 
living 80 or 40 miles away na neighbors, 
though the country was beginning to fill 
up. 


"I saw Lincoln occasionally, but wis 


not again associated with him until the 
spring of 1833, when, with a number of 
others, I enlisted for the Black Hawk war, 
and by my own choice in Mr. Lincoln's 
company.] I was surprised and glad to see. 
hhn an officer. 
Wo went ^together to 


Beardstown, whore, on account of nij 
ability as a boat stecrer and my knowledge 
of the waters, I was transferred to nnntltr? 
company and went to Fort Armstrong 
near Bock Island. Lincoln scoured nr 
the position, and it was u great improve 
incut on. tbe duties of a private soldier oil 
the march. I wns given the choice?of row- 
boat" and many other nice privileges. 


''Lincoln rejoined us at thefort, and the 


army proceeded up the river. I was with 
Lincoln every day now, and made the «fc 
quointancc of several other men whom I 
ilid not then think would figure in history. 
There were Juff Davis, a second lientena.pt 
tn the Seventh infantry, jtnd .Toe John- 
it on, captain. I got to know them both. 
Davis drilled my company, 1 met and 
knctv Sfeeh Taylor, who walked round over 
the boats everyday in an old rough blouse, 
making him look like anything but a 
commander. But beneath his gruff and 
short -words I learned to know that old 
2ach bad a kind heart."—-Chicago Times- 
Herald.

ALASKAN 'INDIAN WOMEN.'

They Have Considerable AttUtlo Ability

Writing of tho "Indian Women of Alas-1 


k* and Their Handiwork," in Tho Wom- 
an's Home Companion, Olivo McGregor" 
gays: "The huge expressionless f«co of ao 
Alaskan Indian woman sbowa 'but 'little 
evidence of any, ambition or ability to per- 
form even the simplest features of domestic 
art, and yet tbo skillful and artistic results 
of tho handiwork of tbeso untutored abo- 
rigines Is much sought after by the tourists 
who visit their^'Ulages during tho sum- 
mer. 
Moreover, though tho women are 


all fat anil lazy looking, their lives ore not 
unmtortupt«d ease,' notwithstanding that 
their needs fire few. Abundance of fuel Is 
all about them, and food, which with them 
Is synonymous with fish, swims almost to 
their doors. ' But the procuring as well as 
tho preparing of this food is all accom- 
plished by tho women. During the sum- 
mer they leave the villages ami-towns for 
the islands in less frequented waters, 
where they camp for weeks at a time, catch- 
ing and curing the fish for winter use, 
while: tho men lazijy watch them or paddle 
tho canoe or otherwise amuse themselves. 


If an Indian's wife, is in ill health or 


too old to work, ho marriesnnotber young- 
er wife,.usunlly a relative of the first one, 
who is expected to provide the food, while 
the first wife-cores for the house and chil- 
dren. 
Fish and berries furnishing almost 


the only .food of tbeso. people, tho women 
have littlo scope or ambition for develop- 
ing culinary art, but in matters of personal 
adornment they take keen delight. 
Dur- 


ing tfie long, dark winter they weave 
beautiful blankets and baskets for their 
own use and to soil. Tbo blankets arc 
made from tbo strong rough wool of the 
wild mountain sbeep. Yet some of these 
are as soft as silk and in beauty of color- 
ing and intricacy of design rival tho ori- 
ental rugs and hangings. It usually takes 
a woman six mouths to complete ono 
blanket, but many of them sell for prices 
ranging from $50 to $300. 


The muoh sought after genuine Cbilkat 


blanket is about 4 feet long and 2M feet 
wide fat each end; but, as one sido is 
pointed, tho center Is a foot wider than tllo 
ends, and on this side is ornamented with 
a'10 inch fringe. 
These are worn in the 


dance, thrown around the shoulders, with 
the pointed fringed sido hanging down. 
The design is grotesque, consisting of con- 
ventionalized faces of men and animals in 
palogroen, outlined with black on a white 
'ground.' Sometimes dull blue takes tbo 
place of "tho pale greon. A peculiarity 
which stamps tholr genuineness is a lino 
thread or shaving of deerskin in tho cen- 
ter of each hard twisted strand of wild 
sheep's wool yarn, of which they are made, 
rendering them almost indestructible."

Heredity of Heterogeneous Population*. 


Tho extreme fluidity of our heterogene- 


ous population is impressed upon us by 
every phenomenon of social life hero, in 
America. 
We imagine tho people of Eu- 


rope, on the other hand, after scores of 
generations of stable habitation to havo 
settled themselves permanently and con- 
tentedly into place. This is an entirely er- 
roneous assumption. As a matter of feet 
they are nhxjost as mobile as our own 
American typoa 
There are two ways'in 


which demographic crystallization may 
hu\e taken place—a people inay havo be- 
come rigid horizontally, divided into 
castes or social strata, or it may be geo- 
graphically segregated into localized com- 
munities, varying in size all the way from 
the isolated hamlet to tho highly individ- 
ualized nation. 
Both of these form^ot 


crystallization are breaking down Unlay 
under tho pressure of modern 'industrial- 
ism ond democracy in- Europe as well as in 
America.

• It is tbo custom of those who do not 
live in Boston to regard tho Hub and those 
who do livo In it with humorous toler- 
ance. The typical Bostonian is publicly 
supposed to habitually wear spectacles, 
subsist wholly upon baked beans, garnish 
his daily talk with archaic forms of speech 
and, because ho pronounces tho "a" broad, 
to be possessed of lurking Anglomaniacal 
tendencies. Not ono of these suppositions 
Is correct. Tho typical Boston man differs 
only in one respect from those who bail 
from other cities. Tho Bostonhm is in- 
sular to tho core. He judges the universe 
from the standpoint of his bringing up, 
and the fact that this standpoint exists 
only in Boston bothers him not at all.

At 0 ho walk's up 
Beacon hill, mooting and gathering with 
him us ho goes Irinn^s who lead c.\nctly 
the Kaino well regulated life t hut ho dues. 
The 'J o'clock march of tho Inihiiicss men 
of Boston up Beacon hill is u feature of 
tho city'a daily lifo. 


At 1 o'clock thoy all go to luncheon at 


the Exchange club, which, like the Somer- 
set, Puritan and Algonquin clnbn, has n 
ladies' dining room, where tho feminine 
relatives of tho members can lunch auU 
dine and "charge" tho bill to tho mem- 
bers. At 4 o'clock all the business ollires 
ore diverted, and the business man goes to 
his club, where he stays till tt:<'!<>, mean- 
time drinking two Martin cocktails made 
very dry—never more than two.

"This was tho first bloodshed in the 


struggle which culminated in tbo Revolu- 
tion. It occurred six weeks before tbo so- 
called 'Boston massacre,' un incident of 
the same kind in which, however, thu 
Americans wore much less clearly In the 
right than they wcro in tho New York 
caso. Even in New York tho soldiers had 
doubtless been sorely provoked by tho 
taunts and jeers of tho townsmen, but 
thero was absolutely no justification for 
their cutting down tho liberty pole, and 
the Now Yorkors won? perfectly right in 
refusing to submit tnniely to such an out 
rage. The chiof fault seems to have lai'i 
with thy garrihon oiliccre, who should 
have kept their men under restraint or 
else have taken immediate stops to remedy 
the wrong they did in cutting down the 
polo."—New York Commercial Ather- 
ti&or.

WHIMS OF BULLETS. ' 


One Cam Never Tell Where They-Will 


• Lodjre la tUe Body. 


Within tho past two years Dr. Samuel 


I. Onrvln, the jail physician, has been 
cooping thov bullets oxtrubtttd from- ttfa 
wdios of prisoners whoso wounds were 
Irossod before tho men were placed bohh^d 
ho bora, says tho Louisville Oourler-Jour- 
utl. 1'ho collection rapidly iiiuroasqd, but 
recently Dr. Garvin found a number df 
'Aw buJk'ts missing from tho littlo tin bojx 
u which he keeps them and has never 
icen ablo to truce them. Strolling into his 
jllice in tho jail, a reporter found tho doc- 
;or closely examining tho bullets wbio'h 
wore scattered about the table. 
' "It is something remarkable,'" ho eaid, 
jfcklng up ono of tho small slugs that was 
jattored und twisted out of shape, "bow 
:ho human body will deflect a ballet. 
Xow, this ono recalls tho time when 'a 
negro was sent hero who was shot in the 
loft shoulder. I probed for sonic time 
without being able to locate the ball and 
was about to give tho search up (is hope- 
less w hou I found it lodged securely un- 
der tho man's tongue. He novor felt it 
there und was greatly surprised when I 
cut it out. Tho operation never interfered 
with his speech afterward. 


"Now, 
this ono reminds me of another 


peculiar case," continued tho doctor, pick- 
ing up a piece of metal that was curved on 
ono side and flat on tho other. "A man 
named King was brought horo recently, 
who was shot in the lower part of tho left 
jaw. 1 probed for the ball and succeeded 
in finding half, of the bullet above tho ear, 
under the scalp. I was never able to find 
the other half." 


Tho ball looked as if it had boon cut 


with a sharp knife, so smooth was tho 
surface. 
Ho many persons submit thorn- 


solves to tho doctor's knlfo nnd thin, stoel 
probe that ho remembers but fow of tho 
names of the persons upon whom ho has 
operated. Jio cited an iiistanco whore a 
man was s'hot bctwoon tho tous und tho 
ball was taken out at the ankle. 


Ono bullet had be.cn flattened from tho 


broad end almost down to tho middle. 
It 


had turned in its lligbt. It hud struck 
negro squarely on the forehead, but bnch 
was tho resistance of tho thick frontal 
bono that, instead of penetrating into tho 
head, its course wus abruptly btoppod, and 
tho bull was cut from tho skin. Had it 
boen a white, man, Dr. Garvin said, tho 
bullet would have picrcud the forehead 
and entered tho bruin. 


Lying about the table were about 30 of 


tho littlo pieces of lead, bent and flattened 
into every conceivable sbnpo, caused by 
striking or grazing tho bono. Each 1ms 
its history, but a shooting boo is an ordi- 
nary occurrence, and the jail physician sel- 
dom bothorn about the history or tho de- 
tuils of tho Ciisu. 


In speaking of probing for bullets and 


peculiar incidents in regard to shooting 
bcrapc.s Dr. Oarvin recalled tho day in 18iif> 
when General Lovell II. Koufisewi WHS 
shot by Dr. Htnndiford In tbo courthouse 
yard, tho provocation being u political dis- 
pute. General Houssoau was carried into 
an office on Court place, whoro it was 
found that ho had been shot in tlio center 
ot tho abdomen. When the locution of tho 
wound was discovered, tho physicians im- 
mediately gavu up hope of (lunural Kourf- 
hcun's recovery. 
On utaniliuitlon, how- 


uM»r, they found that, tlio bull bad struck 
tho line:i iilba, the dense, librous tls.siic, 
about an inch wide, tluit extends around 
tho abdonmn. 
This saved tho general':' 


lifo. 
Tho b.ill circled around and lodged 


bomowhcru near tho spinal column and 
wus nuvur removed.

Their whole I'aco 
seemed to be remolded by tbo force of some 
lunar fueling, and a different soul than 
that of tho bargain hunter looked out of 
their oyea.
